the material prepared and delivered on the roads. 

(2) The machinery and plant to he employed including steam 

rollers steam stonedireakers and horse brushes. 

(3) The number of horses and carts to be employed and how 

they are to be provided. 

(4) The number of overseers stating in full their duties as 

regards supervision and time keeping and their rate oi 
wages. 

(5) The number of men to be employed in winter and in sum- 

mer their average rate of pay and by whom they are to 
be employed and dismissed with a statement as to 
whether the number of men can be obtained in the dis- 
trict at wages similar to- the- wages now paid for ordinary 
labour o-r whether a higher rate of wages must be paid 
to bring men from a distance. 

(6) The manner in which the amount of material used is to be 

accurately checked. 

(7) The periods at which payments are to- be made and the 

arrangements for payments. 

(8) The proposed duties of the assistant surveyor in relation to 

the report and the number of miles in his district in- 
cluded in the report and not so included respectively and 
the- milage of roads in his district which have been in 
charge of the county surveyor on the average of the pre- 
ceding three years. 

V. In cases where owing to the existence of unexpired contracts 
for the maintenance of roads included in the report a general 
declaration cannot he brought into- full operation at once the county 
surveyor shall after consideration of all such existing contracts fur- 
msh^ particulars of the arrangements proposed for the working of 
the incomplete scheme in each of the three years during which the 
declaration is effective.

CHAPTER 38. 

An Act to further amend the Law relating to Local Government 
in Ireland, and for other purposes connected therewith. 

[18th December, 1902,] 

Be it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : — 

1. Notwithstanding anything in sub-head (g) of subsection (3) 
of section ten of the principal Act, the compensation to be paid 
for land taken in pursuance of an order under that section shall, 
in the absence of agreement, be determined by the judge of assize 
without a jury, or, if the parties so agree, he determined by an 
arbitrator appointed by the Local Government Board, or by the 
judge of assize with a jury, according to the agreement. 

2. In addition to the annual amount which may be contributed 
by a council of a county, or of a county borough, to a county 
infirmary or fever hospital under subsection (9) of section fifteen 
of the principal Act, the council may, if they think fit, contribute 
in any year the whole or any part of such further amount as may 
be certified by an auditor of the Local Government Board to be 
necessary to meet any deficit in the funds of such infirmary or 
hospital during that year. 

3. An order of the Local Government Board for constituting a 
town an urban district shall contain, in addition to the provisions 
mentioned in subsection (3) of section forty-two of the principal 
Act, such provisions as may seem necessary or expedient for deter- 
mining the financial relations between the districts so constituted !

3. On the hearing of the application evidence shall be given orally, 
on oath or affirmation, unless under special circumstances the Lord 
Lieutenant in Council shall permit certain facts to be proved by affi- 
davit or by statutory declaration. 

9. If the Lord Lieutenant in Council order costs to be paid by any 
party, a sum may be fixed by such order, as and for the said costs, or 
such costs may, by the said Order, be referred for taxation to the Chief 
Crown Solicitor, and the sum certified under his hand shall be the sum 
payable in respect of such costs.

Whereas by Article 25a of the Local Government (Procedure 
of Councils) Order, 1899, as varied by the Local Government (Pro- 
cedure of Councils) Order, 1901, duly confirmed by Parliament 
(which Order so varied is hereinafter referred to as the Amended 
Order) it is directed among other things as follows, that is to say : — 

25a (1) Notwithstanding anything in this Order relating 
to the execution of public works by contract the council of any 
county may if they think fib after consideration of a report to 
be made by the county surveyor with reference to each rural 
district in the county in the prescribed form and containing 
the particulars set out in the schedule to this Order make a 
general declaration specifying the roads in any one or more of 
such districts which have been selected by them as suitable to 
be maintained by direct labour under the charge of the county 
surveyor and upon making such declaration the council shall 
formulate a scheme for carrying the same into effect. 

“ (2) At any time after the end of three years the council 
may if they think fit reconsider the declaration and may with 
the approval of the Local Government Board make a new 
declaration and so on at intervals of not less than three years. 

“ (3) Such declaration shall at first be a provisional declara- 
tion and shall be communicated in the prescribed manner by 
the county council to the Local Government Board and the 
council of each district in reference to which such declaration 
has been made.

(e.) (!) Portions of roads included in the report which can, if 
included in any general declaration of the county coun- 
cil, be at once worked by direct labour shall be fully 
coloured red or brown as the case may require on the 
maps. 

( 2 ) Portions of roads included in the report which by 
reason of existing contracts still running cannot if in- 
cluded in any such declaration of the County Council 
he worked by direct labour for the whole period during 
which such declaration will he effective shall be partially 
coloured with a dotted line in red or brown as the case 
may be. 

2. When the Council of any County at any quarterly meet- 
ing make, upon the report of the County Surveyor, a provi- 
sional general declaration specifying the roads in any one or 
more rural districts in the county selected by them as suitable 
to be maintained by direct labour under the charge of the 
County Surveyor, and formulate a scheme for carrying the 
same into effect, the Secretary of the Council shall, within 
seven days of the day on which such provisional declaration 
and scheme are made, send a copy of such declaration and 
scheme to the Local Government Board, and also to the Clerk 
of the Council of each District in reference to which such 
declaration and scheme have been made to be laid before his 
Council, and shall also within the said period of seven days 
publish the said declaration and scheme in the manner pro- 
vided by Article 34 of the amended Order. 

3. The County Council at their quarterly meeting held next 
after the making of any provisional declaration and scheme as 
aforesaid, shall consider all representations which may have 
been received from any District Council or from any person 
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claiming to be interested and may, subject to the provisions 
of Article 25 a of the amended Order modify the said provi- 
sional declaration and scheme, if they think fit, by the exclusion 
or inclusion of any road ; and they shall then publish the said 
declaration and scheme as finally adopted whether modified or 
not, in the manner provided as aforesaid. 

4. A copy of the declaration and scheme as finally adopted 
shall be sent by the Secretary of the County Council within 
seven days of the day of the meeting at which the same shall 
have been so adopted to the Clerk of every District Council in 
the County; and the Clerk of every such District Council shall 
within seven days from the day on which the said copy of the 
said declaration and scheme was received by him summon a 
special meeting of the District Council to consider the same 
giving not less than three days’ notice to each member of the 
Council ; and at the said meeting so summoned the District 
Council may decide by the vote of the majority of the members 
present and voting on the question to appeal to the Local 
Government Board ; and such appeal shall be under the. hand 
of the presiding chairman, acting on behalf of the said majority.

Compulsory Acquisition of Land by a County Council for tie 
purpose of widening an old road or making a now one. 
Whereas by Sub-section (3) of Section 10 of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898 (hereinafter referred to as tile Act), it is enacted 
in effect that where a County Council desire, for the purpose of tie 
work of widening an old road or making a now road, to ; acquire 
otherwise than by agreement any land other than demesne land or 
pleasure ground, or than land situate in a borough or town, they 
may, if they think fit, notwithstanding anything in the said Sec- 
tion 10 of the Act, to the contrary contained, proceed as follows, 
namely : — 

Publish such advertisement and servo such notice on tic 
owner or reputed owner, lessee or reputed lessee, aud occupier 
of the land as may be proscribed by the Local Government 
Board, and within the prescribed time petition the Judge of 
Assize for an Order authorizing the Council to put into force 
with reference to such land, the powers of tho Lands Clauses 
Acts with respect to the purchase and talcing of land otherwise 
than by agreement: 

And whereas by Sub-section (1) of Section 109 of the Act, it is 
enacted that, unless the context otherwise requires, tho expression 
‘ prescribed,” when used in the Act, moans prescribed by the Local 
Government Board, and that the expression “ Local Government 
Board ” means the Local Government Board for Ireland : 

And whereas We, the said Local Government Board, in exercise 
of the powers given to Us by the said Sub-section (3) of Section 10 
of the Act by an Order under Our Seal, dated tho 15tk day of 
November, 1901, did prescribe certain matters by tlio said Sub 
section required to be prescribed by Us : 

And whereas it is expedient that Our said Order of the 15th 
day of November, 1901, should be rescinded: 

Now, therefore, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
do hereby rescind Our said Order of the 10th day of November, 
1901, and in exercise of the powers given to Us by the said Sub 
section (3) of the said Section 10 of tho Act do hereby order and 
direct as follows : — 

1. Where a County Council desire for the purpose of widening 
an old road or making a new road, to acquire otherwise than by 
agieement any land other than demesne land or pleasure ground 
or than land situate in a borough or town, and think fit to proceed 
y way of petition to the J udgei of Assize in the manner permitted 
by the said Sub-section (3) of the said Section 10 of the Act they 
shall — 

(&) Publish ouce at least in each of three consecutive weeks in 
the month of December next preceding any Spring 
Assizes to be held for their county, if the petition is to 
be presented at such Assizes, or in the month of April 
next preceding any Summer Assizes so to be held, if the 
petition is to he presented at such Assizes', in some news- 
- P^P er . on newspapers circulating in their county, an 
advertisement describing shortly the purposes in re- 
spect of which the land is proposed to be taken, stating 
the denomination and quantity of land they require* 
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and naming a place where a plan of the proposed under- 
taking may he seen at all reasonable hours, and where 
notices relating to the proposed undertaking • may be 
delivered to or for the said County Council; and shall 
further 

(b) Within the first twenty-one days of the month of January 

next preceding the Spring Assizes at which the petition 
is to be presented, or within the first twenty-one days 
of the month of May next preceding the Summer 
Assizes at which the petition is to be presented serve 
a notice on every owner or reputed owner, lessee or 
reputed lessee, and occupier of such lands, defining in 
each case the particular land intended to be taken, and 
requiring an answer stating whether the person so 
served assents, dissents, or is neuter in respect of the 
taking such land. Every such notice shall name a 
place where the answer so required and any notice re- 
specting the proposed undertaking may be delivered to 
or for the said County Council. 

(c) The mode of effecting service of any notice herein pre- 

scribed shall be, if a Council or other body Corporate is 
to be served, by delivering the same to the Secretary 
or Clerk of the Council or other body Corporate, or 
posting the same as a registered letter addressed to such 
Secretary or Clerk at his residence or office', and if the 
party to be served is an individual person by serving 
the same personally on such party, or by leaving the 
same at the residence of such party with a clerk, 
servant, wife, or child, or other person therein over the 
age of sixteen years, or by posting the same in a regis- 
tered letter addressed to such party at his last known 
residence: Provided that if in any case service of the 
notice in any of the modes aforesaid shall not be reason- 
ably possible, the notice shall be served in such man- 
ner as may be possible, and if the J udge, on the bearing 
of the petition, deem the service so effected sufficient, 
the same shall be sufficient accordingly. 

2. On compliance with the provisions of the preceding article 
with respect to advertisements and notices, and not less than seven 
nor more than fifteen days after the service of the notices, tbo 
.County Council may, if they think fit, present a petition under 
their Seal to the Judge of Assize. The petition shall specify the 
lands intended to be taken, and the purposes for which they are 
required, and the names of the owners, lessees', and occupiers of 
lands who have assented, dissented, or are neuter in respect of the 
taking such lands, or who have returned no answer to the notice: 
it shall pray that the County Council may with reference to such 
lands he allowed to put into force the powers of the Lands Clauses 
Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise 
than by agreement, and such prayer shall be supported by evidence 
that the prescribed advertisements have been duly published, and the 
prescribed notices duly served as directed by the preceding section.

Order in pursuance of Article 2 of the Second Schedule of the Housing 

of the Working Classes Act, 1890. 

Whereas the provisions contained in the Second Schedule of the 
Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890, are applicable for the 
purpose of the taking of lands compulsorily by purchase -whenever a 
provisional order empowering the council of a county or of an urban 
or rural district, or any town commissioners in that behalf under the 
Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 1878 to 1900, under Parts I. and III. 
of the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890, under the Housing 
of the Working Classes (Ireland) Act, 1896, or under the Local 
Government (Ireland) Acts, 1898 to 1902, shall have become absolute 
or shall have been confirmed : 

And whereas it is directed by the said schedule in effect, that any 
such council or town commissioners shall, as soon as practicable after 
any such order shall have taken effect and come into force, cause to he 
made out maps and schedules of all lands proposed to he taken compul- 
sorily (which lands are hereinafter referred to as the scheduled lands) 
and that such maps shall be upon such scale and be framed in such 
manner as may be prescribed by Us : 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the powers vested in Us, We, the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby prescribe that the 
following provisions shall take effect, with respect to the maps of the 
scheduled lands required to be made by any such council or town 
commissioners ; 

1. The maps shall be upon a scale of not less than one inch to 

every 220 feet, and unless the whole of such maps shall be 
upon a scale of not less than one inch to every hundred 
feet an enlarged plan shall be added of any building, yard or 
garden upon a scale of not less than one inch to every 
hundred feet. 

2, Each field, enclosure, road, passage, house, building, stream, 

well or spring, which is to taken, wholly or in part, shall he 
clearly shown on the maps, with the fences of the lands 
abutting thereon accurately indicated, and with the areas 
to he taken marked in acres, roods, and perches, statute 
measure, and clearly defined by boundaries. 

?. Each separate parcel of land or property of any kind shall be 
indicated and marked on the maps by a distinctive number 
corresponding to a number assigned to such property in the 
schedule of the scheduled lands. 

L The maps shall show the names of the townlands, electoral 
divisions, county dist. icts and counties in which the 
scheduled lands are situated, and all townland boundaries 
so far as they intersect or plosely adjoin the scheduled 
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5 The scale of the map shall be clearly marked thereon and the 
points of the compass and a portion of any closely adjoining 
street or road shown, with the name thereof, or with words 
indicating the towns or Tillages to or from which the street 
or road leads.

WHEREAS it is provided by Section 15 of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1902, that no resolution of any council, Icaid, or com- 
missioners to exclude from its meetings representatives of the PresB 
shall he valid unless sanctioned by the Local Government Board for 
Ireland in pursuance of bye-laws which the said Local Government 
Board are thereby empowered to frame regulating the admission of the 
representatives of the Press to such meetings : 


Now, thbuefoue. We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, in 
exercise of the powers vested in Us by the said section and of all other 
powers enabling Us in this behalf, do hereby order and direct that the 
following provisions shall take effect as bye-laws for regulating the 
admission of the representatives of the Press to meetings of councils, 
boards, and commissioners : — 

1. Subject as is hereinafter mentioned any person who desires to 
attend a meeting of any council, board, or commissioners as 
a representative of the Press, and who is not otheiwise 
entitled to admission, shall be admitted to such meeting 
upon producing a document which is signed by the pro- 
prietor or editor of the newspaper or journal which ho 
claims to represent, stating that he, the said person so 
desiring admission, ip the representative of such newspaper 
or journal 
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2. A resolution of a council, board, or commissioners to exclude 
from its meetings representatives of the Press, if sanctioned 
by Us, the Local Government Board for Ireland, shall, 
from and after the date at which such sanction shall be 
given, be valid and take effect in the manner and to the 
extent therein mentioned.

ORDER IN COUNCIL. 

By the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland. 

DUDLEY. 

WHEREAS under and by virtue of the provisions contained in the 
9th Section of the Juries Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1876, the Lord 
Lieutenant, by and with the advice and consent of the Privy Council of 
Ireland, may from time to time make Orders fixing a scale or scales 
according to which the expenses of printing and the remuneration of 
Clerks and Rate Collectors of Poor Law Unions in carrying into 
execution the several purposes of the Juries (Ireland) Acts, and thereby 
made payable, shall be calculated, and thereupon such expenses and 
remuneration, shall in each case be calculated according to the scale or 
scales fixed by such Order, aad for the time being in force, and not 
otherwise. 

And whereas by an Order dated the 4th day of June, 1877, as 
amended by an Order dated the 12th day of March, 1896, a scale was 
duly fixed according to which the expenses of printing and the remune- 
ration of Clerks and Rate Collectors of poor law unions (other than the 
Collectors of Rates in the city of Dublin) should be calculated : 

And whereas under and by virtue of the provisions of sub-sections 
(2) and (3) of the 96th Section of the Local Government (Ireland) 
Act, 1898, the expenses of all printing required in any county in 
connection with the said Juries (Ireland) Acts are leviable off the 
county at large ; 

And whereas under and by virtue of the provisions of sub-section (7) 
of the 83rd section of the said Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, 
as modified by the 12 1st Section of the same Act, all the powers and 
duties of the Clerk of the Union under the said Juries (Ireland) Acts 
have in unions where there is not an existing Clerk, as that expression 
is defined by sub-section (1) of the 109th section of the said Act of 
1898, been transferred so far as respects rural districts to the 
Secretary of the Council of the administrative county in which any 
such rural district is situate, aud so far as respects every borough 
(whether a county borough or not) to the Town Clerk of such borougu 
and so far as respects every urban county district not being a borough 
to the Clerk of the Council of such urban district : 
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Asd whereas under and by virtue of the provisions of the 7th 
Section of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1900, where the duties 
under the Juries (Ireland) Acts, 1871 to 1894, are performed by an 
existing Clerk of a Union the expenses thereby incurred are so far as 
respects such Union or so much of such Union as is situate in any 
county raised equally over the whole of the county in which such 
Union or such part of such Union is situate: 

And whereas under and by virtue of the provisions of the said 
Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, the duties under the said Juries 
(Ireland) Acts formerly performed by Lure Collectors of Poor Lav- 
Unions are now performed so far as respects rural districts by Collectors 
appointed by the Councils of the administrative counties in which such 
rural districts are respectively situate, and so far as respects urban 
districts by Collectors appointed by the District Councils of such 
Districts : 

And whereas it is now deemed expedient to revoke the said Orders, 
dated the 4th day of June, 1877, and the 12th day of March, 1896, 
respectively, and to make a new Order instead thereof fixing a scale or 
scales according to which the expenses of printing and the remuneration 
of existing Clerks of Unions, Secretaries of County Councils, Town 
Clerks of Boroughs, and Clerks of Councils of Urban County Districts 
and Collectors of Poor Hate in carrying into execution the several 
purposes of the said Juries (Ireland) Acts, and thereby made payable, 
shall be calculated : 

How, therefore, We, the Lord Lieutenant-General and Genera 
Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice and consent of the Privy 
Council of Ireland, in exercise of the powers conferred upon Us by the 
9th section of The Juries Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1876, and of all 
other powers Us thereunto enabling, do hereby order that the following 
scale shall be, and the same is hereby, fixed as the scale according to 
which the expenses of printing, and the remuneration of existing Clerks 
of Unions, Secretaries of County Councils, Town Clerks of Boroughs, 
Clerks of Councils of Urban County Districts and Collectors of Poor 
Rate, in carrying into execution the several purposes of the Juries 
(Ireland) Acts, and thereby made payable, shall be calculated 

1. Each existing Clerk of a Union shall be paid in respect of the 
whole Union at the rate of £10 per annum for any number 
of names up to one hundred, and 9d. for every additional 
name : provided that in no case shall the total payment to 
the Clerk of any one Union exceed £125 per annum, 
excepting in any Union where the number of names shall 
exceed 12,000, in which case the payment shall ho £200 per 
annum. The payment is to be calculated upon the number 
of names of all men appearing within the Union to he 
qualified to serve as jurors, including those exempted from 
serving. 

In the case of a Union extending into two or more 
counties, the total sum payable to the existing Clerk of 
such Union in each year shall be raised off those counties, 
in proportion to the number of the names of residents in 
each such county appearing in the Clerk’s list of jurors for 

7 the whole Union. 
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2. Secretaries of County Councils, Town Clerks of Boroughs, and 

Clerks of Councils of Urban County Districts shall be paid 
at the rate of 2s. per name per annum for any number of 
names up to one hundred in each Rural or Urban District, 
as the case may be, and 9d. for every additional name : 
provided that the total sum paid in respect of any one local 
financial year to any such Secretary, Town Clerk, or Clerk 
for the performance of duties under the Juries (Ireland) 
Acts in any County or Urban District shall in no case be 
less than £10. The payment is to be calculated upon the 
number of names of all men appearing within the Rural or 
Urban District to be qualified to serve as jurors, including 
those exempted from serving. 

3. Collectors of Poor Rate shall be paid at the rate of £2 10s. 

per annum to each Collector for any number of names up 
to twenty-five, and id. for every additional name : provided 
that in no case shall the payment to any one Collector 
exceed £30 per annum. The payment is to be calculated 
upon the number of names of all men appearing wiihin the 
Collector’s District to be qualified to serve as jurors, 
including those exempted from serving. 

i. The cost of printing shall not exceed 10s. for the first twenty- 
five names of persons in each Rural or Urban District, and 
Is. for every three names of persons over twenty-five. 

5. This Order shall not apply to the Town Clerk of Dublin nor to 
the collectors of Poor Rate in the County Borough of 
Dublin. 


And We do hereby Order and direct that this Our Order shall take 
effect and be in force from and immediately after the date of its publi- 
cation in the Dublin Gazette.
